per year. This sum is here allowed,]

"No special provision is here made 


for the purchase of magazines, books 
iind other reading matter. 
It is as- 


sumed that the free public libraries 
can be availed of by those who are 
seeking to live with close economy.

'due to individual tastes, would under 
this bugdet, have to be charged to 
the amusement and recreation allow- 
ance."
